At this point, Tom Cullen stated he wanted to advise the Committee the 
conference he. had had with you on April 15, at which time ha had learned that the 
Appropriations Committee had gone to the 7/hite House and had been advised by the 
White House that the three million dollars requested by the FBI should not be 
approved for its appropriation inasmuch as the FBI was not to operate in the 
foreign field but that rather the White House desired that the four million dollar 
requested by Colonel IfcCornick's organization should be approved inasmuch as 
Colonel i'cCormick 1 s group was the eyes and the ears of the TJhlte House.

picture. Colonel Cunningham pointed out that he recognized this and that, of 
course, you as a member of the Advisory Committee would have to approve any 
such recoisTiendation were it made.
